MORNING SESSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
ALLEGED DEFECT IN THE INDICTMENT, 

WAUEEGAN, Dec. 1.—The trial of David A. Gage, 
ex-City Treasurer of Chicago, under an indictment for 
“ failing to pay over” $508,000 to Daniel O'Hara, his 
successor, was resumed in the Criminal Court this 
morning. Upon.the opening of the Court at 9 o’clock, 
there were not over a dozen persons present in addi- 
tion to the counsel; but during the session others 
came in, but the attendance was not at any time larger 
than Monday, The curious have seen Mr, Gage, and 
they are apparently as indifferent regarding the result 
as Mr. Gage himself appears tobe. The point made 
yesterday, that the defendant was indicted three days 
after @emand was made for the deficiency, when the 
law required a lapse of ten days, is considered fata! to 
the case, and lawyers here say that the Supreme Court 
will reverse a verdict of guilty upon that ground 
alone. Among the new arrivals from Chicago are 
George W, Gage, ex-Ald, McAvoy, ex-Ald. Cox, ex- 
Corporation-Counsel Tuley, J. C. Hilton, George Tay- 
Heury Greenebaum, and C. R. Field. Some of 
these are supposed to be witnesses for the defense. 

DAN O'HARA, 

The examination of City-Treasurer O’Hara was con- 
tinued, and he testified as follows: 

Q.—What amount of money, if any, did Mr. Gage 
pay over to you ai the time you took possession of the 
ofice. A.—Four hundred and fifty-eight thousand 
seventy-seven dollars and twenty-three cents. 

The Court—That was the whole amount paid over ? 

Mr. Reed—No; atthe time he took possession, on 
the 16th day of December, 1873 

Q.—You spoke yesterday of there being $25,000 paid 
in since; when was that paid in, as near as you can 
tell? A,—it was paid in in the course of last summer. 

Q.—This last summer,—since this indictment? A.— 
It was paid at two entries, 

Q.—Since thie indictment? A.—Yoas, sir. 

Cross-examination by Mr. Dexter: Q.—Mr. O7Fara, 
this $453,077.23 that Mr. Gage, you eay, turned over to 
you, how was it turned over—by tranafer of a bank ac- 
count to you? A,—I believe that I went to the differ- 
ent banks in which this money was Ceposited, and had 
it deposited in my name, 

Q.—That is, there wasa@ transfer of a credit from 
your predecessor to yourself? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—No actual money came into your hands, I eup. 
pose, any further than that? A.—Well, there were 
moneys in the safe. 

Q.—That was $6,667.54, was it not? A.—I forget the 
amount, 

Q.—It was aboutthat amount? A.—Probably. 

Q.—That was all the actual money that came into 
your hands; the rest of it was bank credits as you 
have described. If I should enumerate, could you 
state where these bank credits were? Was not there

al? A.—Yes, sir; I believe there was.

Mr. Swett—The provisions of the Charter of the 
City of Chicago are that the Common Council shail 
have unlimited control of the finances and property of 
every kind, real, personal, and mixed, belonging to 


the city, except so far as that control is 
limited by the City Charter, It then pro- 
vides that the Common Council may direct 


its Treasurer where to place the public funds, 
which funds, when the officer is there directed, shall 
be kept separate and intact from his own moneys and 
anybody else’s, and he shall neither loan nor use it, 
That is a part of the charter of 1863. In 1869, there is 
an amendment which provides that the Common 
Council may direct the Treasurer where to place the 
money at interest, and may demand a bond from the 
party who receives it at interest, One of the ways of 
construing an act is, how the parties having it in 
charge have, for a series of years, construed it. 

We want to know 
HOW THE CITY OF CHICAGO HAS CONSTRUED THI ACT, 
both before Mr. Gage went into office and since. Has 
the construction been that the Treasurer must keep 
the moneys in kind—lock them up? Has the con. 
struction been that he may loan those moneys to the 
banks, or loan them elsewhere? We want to prove 
that there never has been a Treasury, there has never 
been a place in the city of Chicago, where the moneys 
could be kept; but that the invariable and universal 
custom of the city has= been to loan ite money. We 
want to prove that the City of Chicago, never since it 
was a city, had a place where its moneys had been 
kept; that from its inception down to the time David 
A. Gage went into office every dollar of the money, by 
custom and knowledge of the parties in power, was 
loaned; that Mr. Gage continued the same custom 
throughout his term, and that when this gentleman 
(Mr. O’Hara) went into office, he adopted the same, 
May we not asx this gentleman what he does with the 
city money? May we not prove that Mr, O'Hara, 
when he commenced his duty, loaned it the first day 
of his office, and thatit has been in loan up to the 
present minute, and ia in loan now? We want to show 
by this officer that if the banks of Chicago to-day were 
to break that he would be in 

EXACTLY THE SAME CONDITION 
that Mr. Gage was, and unable to pay over a dollar. 
We are trying 8 man for not paying over, under iaws 
which permit excuses ; may we not showthat it was 
not Mr. Gage’s fault that he had the money in bauk, 
butthat the city never provided a place; that the 
Treasurer must put it somewhere, andthat the banks 
are as safe a place as anywhere to put it? 
NOT IN ORDER. 

The Court—I do not think it is competent. If we 
were to embark in that it would amount to an examina- 
tion into the financial history of the City of Chicago, 
and there would be no logical place to stop short of that 
limit, The bare statement seems to me to be quite 
suficient to show the impracticability of the propo- 
sition. Aside from that illustration of its incompe- 
tency, can it be said that one person can excuse a 
wrong he has done by showing that fifty others com- 
mitted the same or a greater wrong? If this law 
prohibits these officers from doing these things, and 
they have done them, why, they Lave done them at 
their peril, and if they have escaped the consequences 
provided by the law for the unlawful! act, it is through 
good fortune, and it is in no way to be esid that it 
shall constitute a defense to any one of these parties, 
when arraigned for these frequent violations, that his 
predecessors and successors had alike been guilty of 
violations of the plain law of the land. 

If you propose to show the city charter directed 
thie use of the funds, and by the law he had 
the right to do so, I will hear that; but this question 
we are paseing on now does not involve that difficulty. 
It is this: ‘‘ Are you receiving interest upon the pub- 
lic funds now?” I do not think, therefore, it is com- 
petent to show whether Mr, O'Hara has or has nos re- 
ceived interest since he has been Treasurer, 

By Mr. Dezter—Q.—I will repeat the question: Do 
you, Mr. O'Hara, at the present time receive interest 
on city money ? 

(The question wae objected to, The objection was 
sustained and exception was teken.])

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ATTEMPTED BRIBERY. 


Effort to Induce a Grain Inspector to 
Make False Returus, 


The Alleged Criminal Arrested and Held 
for Examination. 


Statement of Mr. Preston.

A few days ago we alluded to the fact that 
an infamous bill intended to reduce the blacks 
of Texas to a condition of peonage had passed 
one House of the Legislature of that State. 
It now appears that the new Democratic 
code of Georgia, as recently amended, con- 
tains a provision which is intended to serve 
the same purposes as the Texas law. The 
amendment is as follows : 


In all cases where persons are convicted of a misde- 
meanor and sentenced to work in a chain-gangon pub- 
lic works or public roads, or when such persons are 
confined in jail for non-payment of fines imposed for 
such misdemeanor, ordinary of the county, then 
where there is a Board of Commissioner of Roads and 
Revenues of the county, said Board of Commissioners 
in those counties where there is a County Judge where 
such conviction was had, or where such convicts may 
be confined, may place such convicts in the county or 
elsewhere to work upon euch public works of the coun- 
ty in chain-gangs or otherwise, or hire out such con- 
victs upon such terms and restrictions as may sub-- 
serve the ends of justice, and place euch convicts un- 
under such guards as may be necessary for their safe 
keeping,

be virtually reduced to a condition of servi- 
tude.

There can 
be nothing so calculated to strengthen our 
national credit in ell parts of the world as an 
assurance of a purpose on the part of the Na- 


| tional Gevernment to return to honest money, 


honest dealings, and honest credit. There 
have been incessant efforts made since the 
close of the Civil War to repudiate the public 
debt and impair the public credit. There 
have been ably-written essays published to 
show that all War debts ought to be repudi- 
ated. The late Isaac Butts, of Rochester, N. 
Y., an able and influential man in the Demo- 
cratic party, published a voluminous document 
against the payment of the War debt, and 
Andrew Johnson, when President of the 
United States, always insisted, and now in- 
sists, that, when the United States shall have 
paid in interest a sum equal to the principal 
of the debt, the principal should be declared 
paid. Mr. Pendleton, of Ohio, has attacked 
the public credit by the same remarkable 

His plan was 
to discharge the bonded and interest-bearing 
debt by forcing upon the public creditors 
national currency not bearing interest, re- 
deemable at no time, and issued under a 


be repudiated. This plan has been the 
favorite one with a large portion of the Dem- 
ocratic party, and, unfortunately, there have 
been Republicans who have thought it neces- 
sary to meet this demagogism by proposing 
to do the very same thing. To the 
credit of the American press it should 
be stated that, with very few excep- 
tions, it has from the beginning opposed 
all the schemes of repudiation, and has main- 
tained the necessity for good faith and hon- 
est dealing with the public creditors, and the 
early abandonment of the rotten paper-money 
system. Congress has repeatedly given na- 
tional assurance that the debt should be paid 
in the world’s recognized currency, but de- 
spite all this the opposition has carried on its 
war upon the public credit. Indirectly this 
war has been encouraged by the extravagant 
expenditures of Congress, necessitating the 
continuance of excessive taxation. 

The time has come when the nation can no 
longer rightfully defer the adoption of a de- 
cisive and permanent financial policy. When 
the coming session of Congress will close on 
the 4th of March, there will also close the 
tenth year of peace after the War. The na- 
tional credit, under the hope of a resumption 
of specie payments, has not been able to 
raise the value of greenbacks above 90 cents 
on the dollar, and even this value is 
exposed to constant and evil fluctuations. 
Tt is time that this national reproach should 
be removed. At the last session, before the 
elections, the demagogues of all parties made 
an effort to expand and dilute the currency, 
and still further break down the national 
credit; but this effort was défeated by the 
firm stand taken by the President, whose 
views upon the subject, as expressed by him, 
arrested the attention and commanded the 
respect of all thinking and honest men in all 
countries. Wherever there were politicians 
brave enongh to assert the truth, they met 
people prompt to sustain them. In this 
city all six candidates for Congress were 
“hard-money men,” and the whole people 
of both sides sustained them. Even down in 
Egypt, Mr. Morrison, a Democrat, who 
had defied the party leaders and de- 
clared for solvent currency and against 
irredeemable greenbacks, was sustained 
by an increased vote. Mr. Burchard, a 
Republican member from the Freeport Dis- 
trict, who was on record for hard money, 
was triumphantly re-elected. In Indiana, 
Mr. Kerr, a Democrat, who repudiated the 
repudiation-greenback doctrines of his party 
convention, though opposed by a combina- 
tion of irredeemable greenbackers, was 
elected, and finds himself prominent among 


the stateamen of the country. 1s is always 


a mistake for politicians to assume that a 
majority of the people are dishonest, or that 
they want to avoid the payment of the na- 
tional debt, or that they are deceived as to 
the real character of the dishonest paper 
money. Any party or men who act upon 
the theory that a majority of the people are 
lacking in intelligence or wanting in honesty, 
must come to grief. The stand taken by the 
President in 1874 in favor of a return to spe- 
cie payments, and in opposition to a 
debasement by expansion of the cur- 
rency, was heartily approved by the great 
mass of the people. It was the 
first firm protest against the wild sophisms of 
the currency demagogues. It was a practical] 
appeal for a return to honest money, reduced 
expenditures, and decreased taxation, that the 
credit of the nation at home and abroad 
might be vindicated and re-established. 

The country, therefore, will now learn with 
satisfaction that the President and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury have not changed their 
views, but have been confirmed and strength- 
ened in them by the events of the last year. 
This position by the Executive on this all-im-

It was not 
absolutely necessary to the welfare of the 
city that the Executive Committee should do 
anything whatever. Chicago could do toler- 
ably, for a time, without the companies which 
had withdrawn, and eventually all of them 
would have returned of their own motion. 
But we are glad to have the companies back 


in a body, and with the full concurrence of | 


the National Board, as much for the recom- 
pense such a formal return will be for the 
damage inflicted upon the city’s credit and 
reputation by the withdrawal of the com- 
panies, as for the benefits to be immediately 
from an increased supply of 
We do not care 


panies engaged in this strike or with the in- 
surance agents. At the time of the insur- 
ance exodus we said that a dastardly blow 
had been aimed at the credit of the city, and 
we have since had no reason to alter the 
opinion then expressed. It is no thanks to 
the insurance companies that the blow was 
feeble and ineffectual, for the conception 
and execution of their stroke showed 
an intention to wound. It is this intention 
which is now become the chief offense. 
The people of Chicago understand that under- 
writing isa regular business, prosecuted to 
make money. They would not have raised 
any objection to the decent and orderly with- 
drawal of companies which were not satisfied 
with their business in Chicago. The con- 
certed action of the National Board was 
neither decent nor orderly. It was an inter- 
ference of forsign interests with the internal 
affairs of a city, and in the manner of its ex- 
ecution was, as we havo said, dasturdly: 
Viewing the action of the National Board, 
from the passage of the September resolu- 
tion to the resolution of yesterday, we have 
no reason to be grateful toit. The reasons 
for the withdrawal of the companies were 
probably suggested and enforced by the ar- 
guments of New York merchants, who have

who cares to leave houses or merchandise un- 


| protected, or unsufficiently protected, in or- 


der to fill a small measure of revenge? There 
is prebably no such person in Chicago; if 
there is, he will grow wiser with experience, 
or become a beggar without it. 

The present condition of the city as regards 
means of extinguishing fires is better than it 
was three months avo; but not to sucha 
degree better as to warrant the return of the 
companies, if they had no other induce- 
ments. Some large-sized water-pipes have 
been laid; a few buildings have been provid- 
ed with iron shutters; and good intentions 
have been given to the City Government 
through the Citizens’ Association. In gen- 
eral, it may be said that the improvement is 
moral rather than material. The people 
have learned the danger of playing with fire, 
and the municipal. authorities the danger of 
trifling with the people. The reorganization 
of the Fire Department has been determined 
upon, and the water-service will be enlarged 
with the return of warm weather. But the 
Fire Department is under the same control as 
at the time of the exodus; and a change in 
the administration does not seem within 
the range of possibilities as long as the 
People’s Party has the majority of the 
Cook County delegation to the Legislature. 
We do believe and hope, however, that 
the work of reform which has but just com- 
menced will be wisely and vigorously con- 
ducted to the very end. Gen. Shaler has 
made a careful examination of the premises 
on which reform must be based, and has 
submitted some of his conclusions to the 
Board of Fire Commissioners. That body 
can, if they will, secure from the Common 
Council the adoption of his recommendation, 
with some curtailment, perhaps, of those 
least necessary. Then the people can watch 
and pray—especially watch—to prevent frauds 
by the disbursing-officers; and, for the rest, 
they can pay taxes cheerfully and promptly. 


THE SALARY-GRABBERS. 

The House of the Forty-second Congress, 
guilty of the salary-grab, contained 243 
members, 122 of whom had already been 
elected to serve in the Forty-third Congress. 
The elections this year, therefore, to the 
Forty-fourth Congress have afforded the peo- 
ple their first general opportunity to settle 
with the grabbers, and that they have done 
so in a most satisfactory manner the follow- 
ing details will show. Of the original salary- 
grabbers, of whom 185 in the membership of 
the House of the Forty-second Congress 
pocketed the back-pay, only seventeen have 
been elected to the House in the next Con- 
gress, as follows:

THE REINCORPORATION PETITION. 

The Reincorporation Petition has taken the 
direction in the Common Council which we 
have all along indicated it would. Three dis- 
tinct reports were made upon it Monday 
evening, and these three reports were ordered 
to be laid over. This virtually means that 
the Council has shelved the petition, and 
leaves the Citizens’ Association with no means 
of redress except through the courts. While 
the tax-payers of this city can have but one 
feeling concerning the manner in which their 
wishes have been treated by the Council, it is 
worth while to state some of the objections 
which are urged against it, and which, it is 
claimed, will warrant the policy of letting the 
matter rest for the present. 

One objection which has considerable in- 
fluence is the fact that under the new charter 
there would be a shrinkage of the number of 
wards, as the city would be redistricted with 
eighteen wards. As population, not prop- 
erty, governs ward representation, thete 
would be an increased representation of the 
non-tax-paying class and a decreased repre- 
sentation of property. The First, Second, 
and Third Wards, with their enormous ac- 
cumulation of taxable property, would prob- 
ably be consolidated into one ward, having 
but two members instead of six to protect 
the property interests. The Fifteenth Ward, 
in the Rolling-Mill district, and the Bridge- 
port Ward would be divided into two orthree 
wards each, thus giving the class who pay 
but comparatively little taxes a greatly-increas- 
ed representation. The Seventh and Eighth 
Wards would possibly be subdivided, and the 
Twelfth and Thirteenth would probably be 
consolidated. The general effect of this nec- 
essary shrinkage would be to abolish two or 
three of the South Side wards and one of the 
North Side wards entirely, and give the small 
and non-tax-payers the control of twelve wards. 
The influence of the tax-paying element 
in representation, it is claimed, would almost 
disappear, and the protection of property in- 
terests would bein the hands of men who 
have little or no interests in property. The 
bummer element, it is asserted, would have 
full sweep, and permanently control the ad- 
ministration of municipal affairs. 

In addition to this, there are other serious 
alleged defects in the law itself which are 
urged with much force. It does not provide 
for giving the appointing power to the Mayor, 
but tothe Common Council. It provides 
that the Mayor shall preside at all meetings 
of the Common Council, which is absurd 
from the fact that it crowds too much work 
upon the Mayor, and, in three cases out of 
four, the Mayor may not be a parliamentarian 
at all. The only competent presiding officer 
is the best parliamentarian in the Council. 
Another section provides that the ‘‘ Mayor 
at any time shall have power to remove ofil- 
cials appointed by Aim.” This section limits

However bad or obnoxious they may 
be, he has no power to remove them, as they 
were not appointed byhim. Another section 
provides that ‘‘The Common Council may 
from time to time provide for election by 
voters, or appointment by the Mayor, of a 
City Collector, Marshal, Superintendent of 
Streets, Corporation Counsel, City Comp- 
troller, and such other officers as may be 
deemed necessary.” This section could only 
lead, it is argued, to the worst possible re- 
sults. It would place the Mayor at the mercy 
of corrupt rings in the Couucil. If he should 
happen to be a subservient and pliant tool, he 
would be allowed to make the appointments, 
of course at their dictation. If he were 
an independent man, the appointing power 
would be taken away from him and the ward 
caucuses would select the city officials. It 
would open up a rich field for the dema- 
gogues, invite ballot-box stuffing, provide op- 
portunities for gambling in offices, and give 
the bummers a perfect paradise for their 
operations. Again, by the Incorporation act, 
all prisoners sent to the Bridewell would be 
credited with $2 on their fines, whereas now 
they are credited with 50 cents. This provis- 
ion was incorporated in the law for the ben- 
efit of ‘‘ poor men” and ‘ poor women,” but 
$2 a day and board is a good deal more than 
the services or time of the worthless classes 
who go to the Bridewell are worth, and reduces 
their punishment correspondingly. Again, 
there is no provision in the law for a second 
or upper branch in the Council. An “ up- 
per house” is most urgently needed which 
shall be made up of honest and respectable 
material, elected on a general ticket and not 
by wards, who shall act as a check upon the 
reckless element in ‘.© lower house. With 
such an organization, it is claimed, the lower 
house would represent the wards and the 
upper the whole city. In all these respects 
the law, perhaps, needs amending. The above 
are some of the objections which are being 
made to the Reincorporation Petition, and 
they are serious enough to be worthy of 
careful attention. 


| RESIDENCE-QUALIFICATION FOR LEGIS- 
LATORS. 


A recent plan for a Constitution of the 
French Republic included a proposition re- 
stricting eligibility to the Assembly to those 
persons actually residing within the district 
in which the vote is taken. If the author of 
this constitutional project had carefully com- 
pared the results of the English and Ameri- 
can sy.tems, which are precisely the reverse 
one of the other, he would not have recom- 
mended so hurtful a restriction. Under the 
English law, a citizen may be elected to Par- 
liament from any borough within the King- 
dom without regard to his residence. For 
instance, he may live in London and be re- 
turned from Manchester. The same candi- 
dates, when beaten in one district, are fre- 
quently taken up and elected by some other 
constituency. The most obvious advantage 
of this system is that a statesman of great 
service to the nation may not be lost to the 
nation by some temporary unpopularity he 
may have earned in the locality where he 
lives because of his greater devotion to the 
general good. This same principle ought to 
be extended in América to Congress, to the 
State Legislatures, and to the City Councils. : 

Contrary to the general belief, there is noth- 
ing in the Constitution nor the laws of the 
United States requiring. that a Congressional 
candidate shall reside in the district from 
which he is chosen. It is only necessary that 
he shall be a resident of the State from which 
he is returned. Sec. 2, Art. 1, of the Con- 
stitution of the United States says: ‘No 
person shall be a Representative who shall not 
have attained to the age of 25 years, and been 
seven years a citizen of the United States, 
and who shall not, when elected, be an in- 
habitant of that State in which he shall be 
chosen.” Congress has decided that no State 
has the right to add any qualification or dis- 
provided in the Constitution. As an illustra- 
Constitution of Llinois provided that no Snu- 
preme Judge should be eligible to any office 
under the State or the United States during 
his term of office or within one year 
thereafter. Judge Trumbull, who had been 
on the Supreme Bench of this State, was 
elected to the United States Senate before the 
prescribed limit had expired ; but it was held 
that the State of Lilinois could not determine 
any qualifications for United States Senator 
not prescribed by the Constitution of the 
United States, and Trumbull was seated. So 
with regard to the residence-qualification ; it 
is only necessary that a Congressman shall 
reside within the State from which he ischos- 
en, and not within any particular Congres- 
sional District. There have been a few in- 
stances where members of Congress have 
been chosen by districts within which they 
did not reside. When Mr. Farwell was first 
elected to Congress, the district he repre- 
sented comprised only Cook County; and he 
resided in Lake Forest, Lake County. Gen. 
Butler has been elected twice or three 
times from the LEssex District when 
not living within its limits; at the death 
of James Brooks, of New York, Mr. S. 8. 
Cox was elected to fill the vacancy, though 
Mr. Cox did not reside within the district. 
But these cases are exceptional. The caucus 
system has established a custom, having the 
practical force of law, which requires every 
Congressional candidate to reside within the 
district in which he runs, It would be a na- 
tional blessing if the Constitution should be 
so amended that any particular constituency 
should have the privilege of selecting a Con- 
gressional candidate from any part of the 
United States. In this way we might always 
avail ourselves of the very best material for 
statesmanship. If there were a dozen men 
in Chicago who would serve the nation better 
than a dozen men picked out from as many 
districts throughout the Northwest, the 
people should have the privilege of electing 
them to Congress. No man of pronounced 
ability and tried integrity could then be dis- 
barred from Congress because he may have 
offended the ‘‘ bosses” and the **‘ bummers” 
which make up the caucus in the district 
where he happens to live. But, with the 
poor prospect of securing such an amend- 
ment until the political abuses become worse 
than they are now, we should at least avail 
ourselves of the privilege the Constitution 
allows us, and select our Congressmen from 
any part of the State without reference to the 
locality in which they reside. 

The application of this absurd residence- 
qualification to State and Municipal Legisla- 
tures is productive of more vicious results 
than it is with reference to Congress. Take 
it in the State of Illinois. Our Constitution 
requires that a member of the State Legisla- 
ture shall have resided in the district from 
which he is chosen for two years next preced- 
ing the time of hiselection. The geograph- 
ical boundaries of these districts are purely 


| arbitrary, unless, indeed, they be mapped 


: out with reference to some political chicanery, 

In a large city where there are several dis- 
tricts, as in Chicago, the ablest man in the 
State may move across the street the day 
after a general election, and in this way be 
disqualified from serving in the Legislature 
for four years to come. It is not an 
unusual thing for a man to move his 
residence once in four years, and in 
this way he might be permanently 
disbarred. Soin our City Council. It is 
provided in the charter not only that an Al- 
derman shall reside within the ward which 
elects him, but if he removes from that ward 
after he is elected, or is absent from it fora 
period of four months, his seat becomes va- 
cant. There are certain wards in every large 
city which do not contain a single citizen 
qualified to legislate for the interests of the 
municipality ; yet every one of these wards 
is limited to the poor material at hand, and 
must make the best of it. Another instance : 
The property of the First and Second Wards 
in Chicago is the most valuable in the city ; 
it is owned mostly by men who live in the 
Fourth and Fifth Wards on the South Side, 
and the Tenth, Twelfth, and Thirteenth 
Wards on the West Side; yet the owners of 
this valuable property are disqualified, by 
reaaon of their residence, from representing 
it in the Common Council. 

The principle of residence-qualification is 
essentially and radically wrong wherever it is 
applied to legislation. Legislation should be 
in the interests of the whole people or the 
whole community for whom it is ostensibly 
framed. If national, it should be for the 
best interests of the whole nation and not in 
favor of certain portions; if State, for the 
benefit of the whole State and not for that 
of special districts; if city, for the whole 
city and not for particular sections. We have 
the very reverse of this in all our legislation. 
In the nation, a high tariff is prescribed for 
the *‘ protection” of sectional interests; in 
the State, there is a discrimination against 
certain localities for the benefit of others, as 
Chicago has experienced on more than one 
occasion ; in the city, we are unable to get 
additional water-service in wards where the 
denser population demands it, because the rep- 
resentatives of the outlying wards will not 
vote for it unless their districts can get the 
same. ‘Throughout every branch of legisla- 
tion we find this residence-qualification 
blocking the way to equal justice. It is the 
great lever in the “ log-rolling” process 
which disgraces nearly every Congress, and 
nearly every State Legislature and City 
Council. The sooner it is abolished the bet- 
ter it will be for the cause of equal rights and 
common justice.

INDIAN TITLES. 

THE DECISION OF THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT 
—THE FEE TO ALL INDIAN LANDS I8 IN THE UNITED 
STATES ; THE INDIANS ARE ONLY LIFE-TENANTS—THE 
NULLIFICATION OF PINE LAND CONTRACTS, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WasHIneTon, Dec, 1.~-The following is the full text 
of the decision of the Supreme Court wita reference 
to the character of the Indians to lands within their 
resorvations, to which reference was recently made in 
these dispatches. The decision was rendered some 
months zince, but it seems to have been kept from any 
great publicity until now. Mr, Chief-Justice Waite de- 
livered the opinion of the Court : 

‘‘ The Menominee Indiana, by agreement and treaty, 
negotiated on the 8th and 17th of February, 1831, set 
apart and ceded tothe United States ce of their 
lands in Wisconin as a home for such of the New York 
Indians as might remove toand settie upon them, As 
the lands were intended for a home for the New York 
Indians, it was provided that the President should 

rescribe the time for the removal of the Indians 

, and settlement upon them, and, at the expiration 
of the time, apportion the lands among actual setters 
in such manner as he should deem equitable and 
just. If within the time prescribed they re- 
fused to accept the provisions of the treaty 
made 


for their benefi or, baving 

acce refused to remove from New York to settle 
on the lands, then the lands would be and remain the 
property of the United States, It was also distinctly 
understood that the lands ceded would be held by the 
tribes of New York Indians under such tenure as the 
Menominees heid other lands, subject to such regula- 
tions and alterations of tenure as Congress and the 
President might airect. For this cession the United 
States paid the Menominees $20,000 (7 Statutes-at 
e, page 343-349). On the 84 of February, 1833,

Circuit Court, the facts were found as establised by 
the testimony, In addition, evidence was offered 
tending to prove that the timber on the Reservation 
bad been cut and sold by the Indians of the tribe 
coutinually since 1838, with the tacit consent of the 
oificers of the tribe. Upon this state of arfairs the 
counsel of the United States asked the Court to in- 
struct the jury that the action could be offered and 
maintained, Upon the qnestion of giving this in- 
struction the Judges were divided in opinion, and it 
was certified to this Court for decision, We think 
that the action was properly brought, and that it may 
be maintained. 

** The right of the Indians in the lands from which 
the logs were taken was that of occupancy alone. They 
had no power of alienation except to the United States. 
The fee was in the United States, subject only to tuis 
right of occupancy, This is the title by which other 
Indians held their lands, It was so decided by this 
Court as early as 1823 in Johnson vs, Macintosh (8 
Wheaton, 574). The authority of that case has never 
been doubted, (1 Kent’s Commentaries, 257, Worces- 
ter vs. Georgia, 6 Peters, 580.) The right of the In- 
dians to their occupancy is a8 sacred as that of the 
United States to the fee, but itis only the right of oc- 
cupancy, (Cherokee Nation vs, weorgia, 1 Peters, 438.) 

* The right of use and occupancy by the Indians is 
unlimited, They may exercise it at their discretion. If 
the lands in a state of nature are not in a condition for 
profitable use, they may be made so, If desired for 
the purpose of agriculture, they may be cleared of 
their timber to such an extent as may be reasonable 
under the circumstances, The timber taken off by 
the Indians in such clearing may be sold by them. 
But to justify any cutting of the timber, except for 
use upon the premises, as timber, or its 
product, it must be done in good faith 
for the improvement of the land, The improvement 
must be the principal tuing, and the cutting of the 
timber the incident only, Any cutting beyond this 
would be waste, and unauthorized. The timber while 
standing is a part of the realty, and it can only bo scl! 
as the land could be, 
Indians, and, consequently, the timber, until right- 
fully severed, cannot be. It can be rightfully sev- 
ered for the purposes of improving the land, or 
better adapting it to convenient occupation, but for no 
other purpose. When rigutfully severed it is no longer 
@ part of the land, and there ia no restriction upon its 
sale, Its severance under such circumstances is in 
fact only the right use of the lands, In theory at 
least the land is better and more valuable with the 
timber off than with it on, It has been improved by 
the removal, If the timber should be severed for the 
purposes of sale,—in other words, if the cutting of the 
timber was the principal thing and not the incident,— 
then the cutting would be wrongful, and the timber 
when cut become the property o1 the United States, 

*“* These aro familiar principles in this country, and 
well settied as applicable for tenants for life and re- 
mainder-men, But the tenant for life has all the 
rights of occupancy of the remainder-man. The In- 
diams have tue same rights in the lands of their 
reservations, Whatever the tenants for life may do 
upon the lands of the remainder-man, the Indians 
may do upon their reservations, but no more, In this 
case it is not pretended thst the timber from which 
the saw-logs were made was cut for the purpose of 
improving the land, It was not taken from any por- 
tion of the land which was occupied, or, 
so far as appears, intended to be occupied, 
for any purpose inconsistent with the continued 
presence of the timber. It was cut for sale and 
nothing else, Under such circumstances, when cut, 
it became the property of the United Siates absoiute- 
ly, discharged of any rights of the Indiaus therein, 
The cutting was waste; aud, in accordance wiih well- 
settled principles, the owner of the fee may seize the 
timber cut, arrest in replevin, or proceed in trover for 
its conversion, The Indians having only the right of 
eccupancy in the lands, the presumption is against 
their authority to cut or sellthe timber. Every pur- 
chaser from them is charged with notice of this pre- 
sumption. To maintain his title in his purchase it is 
incumbent that the purchaser should show that the 
timber was rightfully severed from the land, 

‘“* That the United States may maintain an action for 
cutting and carryi away timber from the public 
lands was decided Cotton vs. the United States 
(11 Howard, 229.) The principles recognized in that 
case are decisive of the right to maintain this action,

KeNosHa, Wis,, Dec. 1.—Never was our little city 
under such a nervous state of excitement as at the 
present time. We have never been exempt from 
thieves and the smaller crimin’is that infest all places. 
But, on the morning of the 23d ult., the news flew 
like wildfire that a great crime had been committed in 
our midst, 

THE BURGLARY, 

On Saturday and Sitnday, the 2lst and 22d, there 
were observed in the town three suspicious looking 
men, They put up atan obscure German hotel. It 
was observed that, whilb together, they held no con- 
versation in the house; but, when they wished to say 
anything, two of them withdrew atatime. On Mon- 
day morning early, it was discovered that the jewelry- 
store of Mr. Miller was entered through the back 
window, his safe blown open, and all his stock of value 
taken, Among other property was about $350 
in eash, On the opposite side of the 
store, the room was occupied by 8, C. Johnson, 
with books, stationery, etc, The thieves took a lot of 
new gold pens which had just been received by Mr. 
J., which were worth about $300. From subsequent 
discoveries, there is no doubt that the burglary was 
done by the three men above alluded to, who were 
cracksmen from Chicago. 

DETECTION. 

Mr. Miller, aftera thorough examination, in which 
he wasabiy seconded by District-Attorney Quarles 
and Sheriff Tetard, started for Chicago in pursuit of 
the criminals and property. While on the train, he 
saw Mr. E. C, Griffin,of this place, who was also going to 
Chicago, In the course of conversation with him on the 
subject, Mr. G, made the singular proposition to him, 
that, for the consideration of $1,100 in cash, he, Mr. G..

GOV. ALLEN’S MESSAGE, 
THE SINKING FUND, 
The annual message of Gov, Allen was then read in 
each House. The Governor suggests that, among 


other wise and salutary provisions of the State Consti- ' 


tution, he deems as specially imaportant at this time 
the provision that makes it not discretionary but im- 
perative upon the General Assembly to establish a 
sinking fund for the gradual but ultimate payment of 
the State debt. On this point the Governor says: 
“The Convention which adopted the Constitution 
fully realized the necessity of providing forever 
against the creation of a public debt of indefinite du- 
ration so far as the payment of the principal of such a 
debt was concerned, It is for this reason that I de- 
sire to call your attention to the condition of the sink- 
ing fund, Sec, 5 of Art,12 of the Constitution pro- 
vides that no tax shall be levied except in pursuance 
of law, and every law imposing a tax shall state 
distinctly the object of the same, to which 
only it shall be applied. Im contravention of this 
provision of the Constitution, the General Assembly, 
at its session of 1872 and 1873, passed acts authorizing 
the temporary transfer of money from one fund to 
another, and, in pursuance of these laws, large sums 
were transferred from the sinking and common-scbool 
funds to the revenue and asylum funds, There atill 
remain of these transferred funds, which have not 
been returned, the sum of $580,000 due the sinking 
fund, and the eum of $21,000 due the common-school 
fund, Last winter the Attorney General, in response 
to a resolution of the House of Representatives, gave 
his elaborate opinion respecting the matter of these 
transfers, and declared the laws authorizing them to 
be unconstitutional. Since then, the public funds 
have been held sacred for the purposes for which they 
were collected, These unconstitutional acts are still 
upon the statute-book, and should be immediately re- 
pealed. It will be necessary for the General Assembly, 
at its present session, t© make provision for 
the return of the transferred funds to the 
sinking fund, and to make further provisions for the 
payment of the interest and principal of our State 
debt, which will fail due in January and July, 1875, 
aud in January, 1876 On the Ist of January, 1876, 
there will be due on the principal of our debt, payable 
at the pleasure of the State, the sum of $1,494,865. 
There will be due interest upon the debt, inciuding in- 
terest on the irreducibie debt, in January and July, 
1375, and in January, 1876, about §1,200,000, making a 
total of $2,694,865 of the principal and interest. To 
tneet this there is a present surplusin the Treasury of 
$450,569.82. The collections for 1875, which will be 
applied to the sinking fund, as estimates on the pres- 
ent levy, wil be about $1,262,000, making a total of 
$1,712,359.82, woich will leave a deficiency to be pro- 
vided for of $982,296. The principal falling due is 
paid at the pleasure of the State, and itis for you to 
determine whether it shall be met when due, or paid 
as accumulations inthe sinking fund shall warrant. 
But I would suggest thatthe credit of a great State, 
lke that of an individual, ts better preserved by being 
ready to pay its debts promptly at maturity.

BENEVOLENT AND REFORMATORY INSTITUTIONS, 

Tue Governor says: From a personal inspection of 
the benevolent institutions he is satisfied tuat in the 
main they are well managed, aud that much good has 
arisen from the reorganizing acts of last year. 

The Penitentiary has been managed with ability and 
financial success, Ite report shows that it bas netted 
the State, during the year, over and above the salaries 
of otlicera cnd expenses of maintenance, the sum of 
$23,425.59; and over all expensee, including manufac- 
ture of gas for State buildings, repairs, etc., the sum of 
$7,412.04. This is a good showing for a year of finan- 
cial distress and diminished demand for convict labor, 

MINING TROUBLES, 

The Governor merely refers to the troubles in the 
mining districts last summer in a few words, stating 
that ut the critical moment prompt interposftion of 
the moral authority of the State was found suificient 
to restore harmony without a resort te the material 
power of the S:ate, 

RAILROADS, 

On the subject of railroads the Governor says: 
‘* Railroads are not only of great utility, but have ve- 
come a necessity to the country. They should not be 
hampered by vindictive and vexatious legislation, but 
as the servants of the people, enjoying peculiar fran- 
chises, they should be beld strictly amenable to ju- 
dicious legislation that wiil prevent them from becom- 
ing the masters of the people. Their rights shouid be 
protected by law, and the rights of the people shouid 
be protected against such encroachments as tend to 
make them the victims of monopoly.” 

OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS, 

The Governor commends the Agricultural College 
and the militia to the fostering care of the General As- 
sembiy; urges such additional legislation as is neces- 
sary for the proper protection of the lives and health 
of the coal miners; renews bis suggestions of last ) car 
as to economy in public affairs, aud cioses with the fol- 
lowing words: “It is a question for your serious con- 
sideration whether the compensation of our county of- 
ficers is not disproportionate to the salaries of other 
public officers and of persons in private life. Public 
servants ehould be reasonably compensated, but sala- 
ries and fees shou!d not be #o bigh as to make the get- 
ting of oflice a profession and to enable candidates and 
appiicants to buy tueir way to public places,” 

BILLS AND RESOLUTIONS, 

In the House this afternoon, a resuiution was adopt- 
ed for the appointment of a joint committee to pre- 
pare amendments to the Constitution. 

A resolution was offered to provide for the election 
of all State, county, and township ofiicers on the 
second Tuesday succeeding the first Monday of 
November ; also, to autoorize the election of Town- 
ship Trustees for three years, which was laid on the 
table. g 

A resolution was also offered and laid on the table 
asking Congress to fix the salary of the President of 
the United States at $25,000, 

A bill was introduced to amend the Adair law so 
that ten days’ notice must be given to saloon-keepers 
before they shall become responsible, and requiring 
suits at law against them to be made separately,

second batch of suggestions regarding the reor- 
rae “y the Fire Department. The city has now 
heen thoroughly mapped out by him on one of Daven- 
port & Strippieman’s maps of the water supply. The 
Board, after reading over the suggestions, concurred 
in them, and referred them back.to the General and 
Marshal Benner to report upon the estimated cost of 
the improvements, The Board were evidently aston- 
ished to find that his suggestions were even more 
expensive than theyin amy way expected, The fol-

THE ALLEGED ABORTION CASE. 


EXAMINATION OF THE CORONER’S JURY. 
Coroner Stephens commenced an inquest yesterday 
morning over the remains of Mrs. 7a, at No, 250 
West Randolph street, who, itis claimed, died from 
the effects of an abortion produced by one Dr. Aiken, 
who is now under. arrest. The evidence 
elicited during the day did not even show 
that an aboriion had been committed, The 
post-mortem examination by Dr. Henrotin, 
County Physician, did show that the patient suffered 
from a uterine difficulty, and the testimony of other 


physic‘ans was to the effect that the deceased came to 
her death from blood-poisoning, or septicemia, Sev- 
eral of the medical fraternity were examined on this 
point, but all were of the same opinion, The following 
is the official report of Dr. Henrotin, who held the 
post-mortem : 

‘I have just completed a post-mortem examination 
of the body of Mrs. Dix, at No. 260 Randolph, Drs, 
Fieming and Van Buren present. The lungs, heart, 
liver, kidneys, spleen. and stomach healthy. The 
peritoneum above the pelvis was only slightly inflamed, 
The uterus was slightly inflamed; it was quite large, 
having evidently passed through very severe inflam- 
matiou, which extended tothe pelvic tissues and con- 
tiguous peritoneum, The pelvis was filled with un- 
healthy, gangrenous pus or matter, and the inflamma- 
tion of the uterus or womb was 80 ex- 
cessive as to have produced gangrene of its 
walls, These were of a black, __liver-like 
appearance, from the blood extravasated. The 
womb was enlarged to correspond to a three-montlis’ 
preguancy, and it isjmy opinion, from the length and 
development of its neck, and the size of its cavity, 
and roughened appearauce of the mucous lining, 
that it had lately contained afetus, The cavity of 
the uterus was filled with gangrenous matter, mostly 
fiorinous in character, The lining had the same gan- 
grenous appearance; waa very much roughened, and 
broken up to the extent that no superficial wounds 
would have been discernible. On the lining of the 
vagina there was no appearance of violence. 
The externa! os-uteri or entrance to the 
womb, was somewhat rough but presented ne 
marke of the application of instruments’ I examined

Tne cause of death was metritis, with 
pelvic peritonitis. There was nothing in the post-mor-

SU'CIDE IN A HOTEL. 
EXAMINATION OF THE CASE BY THE CORONER, 

A deliberate suicide was committed yesterday after- 
noon about 1 o'clock by a young man named §, C. 
Robinson, in his room at the Grand Pacific Hotel, 
Deceased was discovered dead in bed by a chamber- 
maid. His limbs were distorted and contracted, 
showing plainly that some deadly poison had 
caused his death, Deputy-Coroner Pilgrim was 
notified, and held an inquest shortly afterward. The 
effects of deceasei were examined, but there was noth- 
ing in them to indicate the cause of the rash act. It 
was learned that be had arisen in the morning and 
gone into the drug-store of Dr. Stoddard, in the hotel 
building, and purchased twenty grains of strychnine, 
crystals of which were “found ina glass on the table, 
and on the lips of deceased. 

Jobn Hall, the drug—clerk, was summoned before 
the jury, and testified that Robinson had called at the 
store and asked for strychnine, 

The -witness inquired what he wanted it for, and 
Robinson said he was going to dissolve it in some 
water and use it to killa dog. Witness then placed 20 
grains of the deadly drug in a small piece of paper, 
and wrapped it up. He was about to label it, when de- 
ceased told him he need not do so, as he was going to 
use it rightaway. On being questioned by jurors, 
Hall stated that he knew strychnine would not dissolve 
in water, and that deceased seemed perfectly rational 
when he came into the store, 

Dr. Henrotin, the County Physician, testified that 
there was no doubt but that deceased committed sui- 
cide by taking the strychnine, and incidentally re- 
marked that the indiscriminate sale of poisons {i the 
manner described above was criminally reprehensible, 
and he should use every means in his power to prose- 
cute the party who was guilty of such gross negiect in 
the case uncer inquest. 

Coroner-elect Dietzech, whois an old chemist, and 
was & juror in the case, stated that ‘strychniue would 
not dissolve in water, and asked Hallif he did not 
know that fact. The latter replied that he did, but 
still he did not question Robinson when he made the 
remark about dissolving the poison in water. He also 
asked Hall if he knew how many dogs twenty 
grains of strychnine would kill, and he answered, 
‘* Five or six,” Mr. Dietzsch stated that one-eighth 
of a grain would kill a man, and that twenty grains 
were enough to kill a hundred dogs, 

George H, Fassett, chief clerk of the hotel, stated 
that he saw deceased in the office about 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and he appeared weil and rational. 
He made some remark zbout selling lard to Mr, Fair- 
bank, He had been in the house since Nov, 22, and 
witness had not noticed anything strange or unusual 
in his manner, Witness had been notified by a 
chambermaid of deceased’s death, and took charge of 
bis effects, 

Lhe jury rendered a verdict to the effect that de- 
ceased came to his death from an overdose of strych- 
nine, administered by his own hand, 

Robinson was a member of the firm of C, H. Bene~ 
dict & Co., commission merchants and wholesale 
dealers in flour and provisions, at No, 86 Broad street, 
New York City, and gave evidence, in bis manner and 
bearing, of a man who was in comfortable circum- 
stances and of the most respectable connections, His 
ago was about 27 years, His partner in New York was 
telegraphed the sad intelligence, and replied imme- 
diately that deceased should be placedin a casket and 
sent to his friends at once, The remains will be for- 
warded to-day.

ETERNAL VACCINATION IS THE PRICE OF IMMUNITY, 
To the I’ublic: 

The Board of Health desire to call the attention of 
the citizens of Chicago to the immunity that we have 
had from small-pox for the past year, and would im- 
press upon them that the immunity has been pur- 
chased by careful vaccination and isolation. The 
smal!l-pox is epidemic in several cities in direct com- 
munication with Chicago, and we think great care must 
be exercised or the disease will awain obtain a foothold 
here and probably become epidé mic, 

We would therefore ask all physicians and c'tizens 
to urge revaccination of all persons not properly pro- 
tected. By heeding this suggestion no doubt much 
suffering and many lives will be saved, At present we 
are almost free from the discase and we desire that the 
city remain always as free as now. But to do so the 
Health Department must have the co-operation of the 
medical profession and citizens, By order of the 
Board of Health.

THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 

The regular weckly meeting of the Board of Health 
took place yesterday afternoon, in their rooms, all the 
members being present. The Sanitary Superintend- 
ent’s report shows that the number of deaths for the 
week ending Nov, 28 amounted to 122, being an in- 
crease of 27 over those of the preceding week, Of 
these, there were 65 males and 57 females; 47 mar- 
ried and 75 unmarried ; 120 white and2 colored, dis- 
tributed in the various city wards as follows: First, 
2; Second, —; Third, 3; Fourth, 2; Fifth, 3; Sixth, 
17; Seventh,11; Eighth,7; Ninth, 11; Tenth, 2; 
Eleventh, —-; Twelfth, 4; Thirteenth, 5; Fourteenth, 
2: Fifteenth, 18; Sixteenth, 10; Seventeenth, 5; 
Eighteenth, 3; Nineteenth,2; Twentieth,2, Acci- 
dents, 4; at Alexian Brothers’ Hospital,1; at County 
Hospital, 2; at St. Luke’s Hospital,1; at Women and 
Children’s Hospital, 1; at Foundlings’ Home, 4, To- 
tal, 122, 

The Health Officer’s report shows that during the 
week seventy-two nuisances were abated, and five 
sewer connections made, The Board strenuously pro- 
test against alowing the Chicago & Southern Railway 
to enter the hospital grounds. No business of any 
importance besides the above protest was trans- 
acted, 

THE WATER-WORKS, 

The Engineers’ Committee of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion met with the Board of Public Works, Mayor Col- 
vin, City-Engineer Chesbrough, and Mr, R, P, Derick- 
son inthe rooms of the Board yesterday morning. 
The Committee submitted the following requests, 
which the Board promised to follow up and complete 
as s00n as possible, in order to aliow the Committee to 
get to work:

RAILROAD NEWS. 


Temporary Adjustment of the Last 
Crossing Difficulty. 


The Attempts to Prevent Erie from 
Paying Maturing Interest. 


Rumor that the Baltimore & Ohio Road 
Is to Establish a Line of Eu- 
ropean Steamers. 


WESTERN MATTERS. 
HOW THEY SHALL CROSS, 

The protracted contest between the Chicago & North- 
western and the Chicago & Pacific Railway Companies 
regarding the manner in which the latter should cross 
the former’s Freeport Line, was substantially deter- 
mined by Judge Drummond yesterday. The solicitors 
of the Pacific Road pleaded earnestly and beseechingly 
against their being delayedin completing the new 
road, and, yielding to the extremity of the case, the 
Court, while temporarily enjoining them from 
making the proposed crossing at grade, made 
an order allowing them to switch into 
the Norihwestern track about one-fourth of a mile 
east of the proposed point of crossing, use that much 
of the Freeport Line, there switch out on to their own 
line, and so continue the construction, This arrange- 
ment, however, is conditioned upon their proceeding 
to erect an elevated crossing over the Northwestern 
track, and is to terminate as soon as the over-crossing 
is built. On the lst of April the Pacific Company are 
to appear in court and report the progress made in con- 
etructing the over-crossing. Meanwhile the suit begun 
by the Pacific Company in the Kane County Circuit 
Court to condemn the right of way across the Free- 
port Line for a crossing at grade is to be continued,un- 
tilJudge Drummond finally disposes of the matter. 
The case possceses interest, as showing the disposition 
of the Court to compel the constfuction of elevated 
crossings wherever they would be dangerous, expen- 
sive, or damaging at grade. One reason of 
the anxiety of the Pacifie Company to 
avold delay is that they may reach aud pass 
the point where Mr. Hinckley’s Rockford 
extension will cross their line, They dread a second 
crossing fight at that point, and are anxious to secure 
the advantage of;being firet on the ground. As the 
Rockford rozadis being pushed rapidly forward, the 
race promises to be exciting. 

THE FREE-PAsS SYSTEM, 

About two yearsago the managers of the Chicago 
roads leading tothe Weet passed resolutions abolish- 
ing the free-pass system, They have adhered to it 
better than was expected, and in very few instances 
have the resolutions been violated. The roads leading 
to the East have since that time also abol. 
ished the system and have been found to work 
quite well, The roads leading west and south from 
St. Louis and other Western cities have all along 
steadily refused to become a party to the agreement. 
This opposition has greatly embarrassed our Chicago 
roads, and they have finally succeeded in inducing the 
managers of the other Western roads to meet them at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel, in this city, at 10 o’clock this 
morning, with a view of securing their co-operation 
in this much-desired reform. Thore is hardly a 
doubt that the effort will prove succeseful, and that 
dead-headism will become as odious in St, uis as it 
has in Chicago, An effort will also be made to revise 
the rule making clergymen pay full fare: The 1,000- 
mile ticket arrangement will also, probably, be dis- 
cussed,

Satt Lake, Utah, Dec. 1l.—lLhe Bingham Canon 
Railway Company have been meeting with serious op- 
position to the extension of their road from the 
miners, who object to the Railroad Company crossing 
their claims on the way up thecanon, For some time 
the resistance was confined to rolling rocks down at 
the workmen grading for the road, Several persons 
were arrested for this offense some few daysago. A 
miner whose claim they were crossing stampeded the 
manager and all the railroad employes with a 
heavy rifle, having fired several shots at 
them.
